Railroad Is Still Undecided on Site

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—No decision has been 
reached by the Chicago; Rock Island & 
Pactiic Railroad in reference to its pro- 
posed improveinents in St. Louis. This in- 
formation was given to the Post-Dispatch 
by a man directly in authority, but who 
would not allow his name to be used. The 
matter will be settled within the next ten 
days. The matter of location is stil] unde- 
cided... The availability of Forest Park is 
being considered, but until that question ts 
settled definite plans of the road are with- 
held. a 

“We are considering first, the location 
and when that is settled we will soon de- 
cide the nature of the buildings to be 
erected. That will not occur for ten days 
yet,’’ said the high official. ‘‘Forest Park 
is being considered, I may say, solely for 
itss availability. We have been offered no 
inducements to consider this location.”’ 

General Manager H. I. Miller would not 
talk and referred the reported to’ Second 
Vice-President John F. Stevens, who usu- 
ally handles matters of this nature. Mr. 
Stevens said the matter was out of his 
hande and up to President Winchell. It 
was in the latter's office that the first defi- 
nte information was secured.

AGENTS HELD FOR VACANT 
LOTS MAKE COMPLAINT 


Unfair to Fine Them, They Argue, 
but the Law Says Otherwise and 


the Police Say They Must | 


Obey. 


BY CHIEF OF POLICE KIELY. 

I am determined to enforce the 
ordinamces requiring the prompt 
and thorough removal of snow 
from the sidewalks. 

Patrolmen will report all cases 
of failure that come under their 
notice. , 

They are first to notify the occu- 
pants or owners of the property; 
then, if the sidewalks are not 
cleaned at once, they are to have 
them summoned into police court. 

On conviction, violators of the or- 
dinance are subject to a fime for 
misdemeanor. 

It ig cheap and easy to remove 
snow from the sidewalks; it is 
costly and dangerous to leave it 
there. 

I belieye compliance with the or- 
dinance is more gemeral now than 
it has been heretofore.

Chief of Police Kiely has reiterated bis 
former statements that ‘snow must be 
cleaned off all sidewalks, and that, as pro- 
vided by Section 1169, Article 9, of the city 
ordinances, “owners, managers, agents or 
occupiers’ who failed to do so “immedi- 
ately’ would be summoned into police 
court and arraigned on charges of misde- 
meanor, punishable by fine of from $% 
to $20. 

Monday morning Chief .Kiely telephdmed 
all his captains that they must instrict 
their patrolmen to see that the sidewalks 
on their beats were cleaned, nut only in 
front: of occupied buildings, ‘but in front of 
vacant property. as well. 

This followed Chief Kiely's orders, given 
Sunday, that the sidewalks around the 
Four Courts building should be cleaned. 

The result of this order was that for 
the first time this season the wide stone 
walk on the Clark avenue side of that 
building was not a'trap for wary and un- 
wary pedestrians. 

Heretofore the Four Courts sidewalks 
have been among the worst in the city. 
After a fall of snow it has been the cus- 
tom to dig a tiny path near the center of 
the Clark avenue walk and leave the rest 
to thaw off. 


Monday, however, the walk was cleaned 
its entire width. 

Similar work was done at the City Hall, 
the old City Hall and the Courthouse. At 
each of these places the walks were cleaned 
for the entire width. 

City officialse believe, tneTefore, that at 
last the city has set a good example for 
individuals, and that it has a stronger 
moral force behind its demand that they 
clean their own sidewalks promptly and 


thoroughly. 


Court’s Opinion Effective. 


It is barely possible, also, though the 
officials will not admit it, that the decla- 
ration of Judge Tracy in the-City Hall 
Police Court that: persons who were in- 
jured by falls on ice-covered or snow-cov- 
ered sidewalks should sue the city for dam- 
ages has had something to do with the 
diligence of the city in cleaning its own 
doorways. 

Judge Tracy declared that, in his opin- 
ion, failure of the city to enforce the ordi- 
nance requiring the removal of snow made 
it liable for damages sustained as a result 
of such failure. 

Chief Kiely sald Monday that he had ob- 
served an increased diligence on the part 
ot householders in cleaning their walks.

“The police crusade and publicity have 
had their good effect,” said the chief, «7

"GOWN TO DE FARM." 


They Find No Joy in Journey to 
Texas to Be “Real 
: Cowboys.” 


Thirty-two boys, ranging in age from 12 
to 20 years—most of them orphans and al! 
of them picked up in the streets of New 
York—are at Union Station on their way to 
Texas to become ranchmen. 

The¥Y were sent from the New York Farm 
Memorial School by the New York Chil- 
dren's Ald Society, and are to be placed 
with ranch and farm owners in the neigh- 
borhood of Woodberry, Tex. 

They are in charge of William Brace, 
representing the school. 

Although hopeful of the future, they are 
sad at the thought of leaving the vicinity 
of Broadway and the Bowery. They re- 
fuse to become impressed with anything 
that lies west of the Hudson river. They 
look scornfully at Union Station, and deny 
indignantly that it is either so large or 
80 grand as.the New York Central Station 
in New York. 

They have not been allowed to go down- 
town and therefore have not expressed 
opinions regarding the business part of 
St. Louis. They heard of the World's Fair, 
however, and were willing to admit that 
it was a ‘‘good enough thing,”’ but not “up 
to”’ Coney Island. 

The boys are a widely assorted group. 
There are newsboys and bootblacks, mes- 
senger boys and jockeys, hotel] ‘‘bell hops"’ 
and elevator conductors, helpers and hang- 
ers-on at theaters, and just plain wanderers 
—‘“‘mavericks” they would be called in the 
cattle country to which they are going.

DEALING WIT 


United States Couris Asked to. De- 
cidé Question Important to. ~

This is the question which the United 
States Court of Appeals had put to it Mon- 
day when the appeal of the Wegtern Ex- 
press Co. against the decision of the Unit- 
ed States District Court of North Dakota 
terna] revenue tax. The express company 
appealed the case. 

It will be some time before a decision is 
reached. 

The North Dakota tribunal declared the 
express company was acting in the capacity 
of a liquor dealer and sustained the claim 
of the government for $2712.50, as an in- 
ternal revenue tax. 

The evidence showed that the Western 
Express company had received large quan- 
tities of beer for shipment to North Da- 
kota towns ‘‘collect on delivery.” 

It is alleged that the express company 
paid for this begr at the breweries of St. 
Pau! and Milwaukee, from which it was 
shipped. 

A final decision on this question will ef- 
fect every express company in the United 
States.

INCOME TAX BILL 
IS INTRODUCED 


Missouri Senator Would Levy on 
All Who Get $5000 or 
More a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—Avery 
of Lincoln County has introduced in the 
Senate a joint and concurrent resolution 
providing for the submission at the next 
general election of a constitutional amend- 
ment to authorize a tax on the income of 
every person in excess of $5000. 


The Senate has passed Dickinson's bill re- 
lating to bribery prosecutions. 

It wae urged by Gov. Folk, in view of 
complications arising over the rcfusal of 
witnesses to testify on the ground that 
they might tncriminate themselves. 

The chief provision of the bill reads: “No 
person shall be excused from testifying or 
producing documents at the instance of 
the state In any criminal cause vr pro- 
ceeding touching any offense committed 
against any of the provisions of Atticle 6, 
Chapter 15, Revised Statutes of Missourt of 
1899, relating to bribery, on the ground that 
the testimony required of him may incrim- 
inate him. 

“But no person shall be prosecuted or 
punished on accownt of any transaction, 
matter er thing concerning which he may 
be so required to testify or produce evi- 
dence, provided that no person so testify- 
ing shall be exempt from prosecution and 
punishment for perjury in ro testiiying.”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The President 
has found a way out of the San Domingo 
muddie. He has caused it to be authorita- 
tively announced, barring unexpected de- 
velopments and complications with Euro- 
pean powers, that nothing further will be 
done toward the establishment of a protec- 
torate over the island republic until after 
the protocol, which Commander Dillingham 
is bringing to Washington, has been ap- 
proved by the Senate.

the President to postpone execution of the 
plan which he has cherished so long in se- 
eret.

The President knows that it is practical- 
ly impossible for the Senate to act on the 
protocol at this session, for it will not be 
sent in for a week or ten days. 

- The President does not expect any action, 
but he does intend to give the Senate a 


chance to act. 
Immediately after March 4 the original 
m will be taken up where it was in- 
terfered with by the row in the Senate and 
carried out to the letter.

FLAMES QUICKLY 
LUCK UP CANDY 


Fire Spreads From Basement to 


- 


Roof of Oakes Candy Com- 
pany’s 5-Story Bhilding. 


The five-story structuré at 36 North 
Broadway, occuped by the Oakes Canéy 
Co,, one of the largest enterprises of its 
kind in St. Louis, was gutted from base- | 
ment to roof by fire early Sunday morning, 
aod aS a result the ‘stock of fancy candies 
of all kinds is g;total Joss. ss: + 
r Thé fire starte@in the rear of the Building 
at 7:15 Sunday morning, either from an 
overheated furnace or an electric wire. 80 
rapidly did the blaze eat its way upward 
through the solid shelves and stock of 
boxed sweets and dainties, it was neces- 
sary to turn in three alarms, 

The rapidly falling snow and piercing 
wind retarded the firemen in their work, 
and about all they could was to confine the 
blaze to the Oakes building. 

To the efforts, also, of a single man, P. 
H, Millpr, engineer of the adjoining Wells 
bullding, is due much of the credit in con- 
trolling? the blaze. When _ he discovered 
the fire in the basement of the Oakes build- 
ing he secured a small hose, and by play- 
ing a weak stream on the iron fire-door 
between the two basements kept the fire 
from eating through. He was overcome 
by heat and fatigue when relieved by fire- 
men 15 minutes later. 

Once in possession of the basement and 
first floor of the Oakes candy establish- 
ment the flames licked up every perish- 
able object. 

In the basement were stored immense sup- 
plies for the manufacture of candy, and 
the stock was soon a smoking mass. On 
the first floor, which before the fire re- 
sombled a fairy palace, the ruin was 
complete. 

Sweeping to the front entrance the blaze 
leaped into the elevator shaft and made 
its way upward, destroying everything in 
ite way. On the second, third, fourth and 
fifth floors, every kind of candy and sweet 
delicacy known to the maker's art, was 
stored, and this fared the same as in the 
basement and first-floor. 

It {is estimated by the store managers that 
the candy stock alone was worth $10,000. 
It was packed in huge bulk from the séc- 
ond to the fifth stories, and melted before 
the hot blaze. 

There were bonbons of every Kind, car- 
amels hard and soft, fruits of all kinds, 
and every style of taffy. Great layers in 
shelves and boxes of the finest goods are 
a scorched mass on every floor. 

The building and stock are covered by 
insurance. The damage to stock and 
building is placed at $15,000.

They say he spent 30 minutes to 
an hour in opening the safe. 

A mantle gaslight is left burning in the 
office of the West company every night, 
and this light was burning as usual when 
the manager and cashier reached the of- 
fice Sunday morning. 

Entrance to the store had been made at 
rear window, the wire grating having been 
removed and a pane of glass about a toot 
square being broken out. 

The grating was tied hack in its place 
by the robber to prevent detection by any- 
one passing along the alley. He left by 
the back door, which was found partly 
open when Bookman went into tne rear 
room Sunday morning. 

The “‘come-along’’ he used consists of two 
prongs that clamp over the combination of 
the safe and a screw and lever arrange- 
ment that gradually breaks the combina- 
tion and forces the tumblers out of place.

Can the state, by direction or indirection, by concession or 
compromise, for any purpose whatever, support or countenance 
systematic and organized public gambling? 

That is the question, and the only question involved, 

Under this law, a fraud in itself, organized, systematic public 
gambling has been forcéd on St. Louis and the state. The 
principles of Jaws whichemade it a felony to maintain organized, 
systematic gambling in other forms, have been nullified. The 
state lias been put in the attitude of giving the support of 
hw to enterprises such as the so-called “get rich quick” com- 
panies, which, under this Jaw, carried on wholesale frauds, 
worse in their plan and in their results than larceny. 

Concession to the principle of such a system; compromise 
with it in any form, is a surrender of the principle on which all 
laws against fraud are based. 

If, under such a law as this, the state gives one set of men 
the privilege of systematically taking unearned money from the 
community, of taking something and giving nothing in return, 
then the state is cutting the foundation from under all legiti- 
mate business at the same time it is nullifying and stultifying 
all its own laws for the protection of honest earners. 

To defend such a law is to become an accomplice in all its 
worst results.

Play,’ Was Phil’s Advice

NDW YORK, Feb. 6.—‘‘The only way to 
play the races is to watch the horses your- 
self, form your own judgment, and bet ac- 
cordiagly, paying attention to nobody's ad- 
vice, Never follow the play of a plunger; 
you are sure to go broke if you do.” 

That is the advice given by George F. 
Smith, better known as “Pittsburg 
Phil,” perhaps the most successful plunger 
on the turf this country has ever known, 
By sticking to those principles ‘Phil’ 
avoided the pitfalls that have put 60 Many 
plungers out of business, and left a fortune 
estimeted at nearly a million dollars, ail 
made by betting on horse races. 


Had No Bad Habits. 

Fast living had nothing to do _ with 
“Phil's taking off. Away from the race- 
track, no man led a quieter or more ab- 
stemidus life than he. He was slight of 
build and his physique was by no means 
robust His manner was as unobstrusive 
as his dress, and his eyes were the mildest 
of blue. but they possessed a keenness 
that made him one of the closest of ob- 
server on a racetrack. 


Went Days Without Betting. 

lie @uld go two or three days, if neces- 
sary, without chancing a dollar unless he 
caw spmething that he liked. The horse, 
the tmack, the jockey, tne conditions and 
the ptice had to be rignt to him if the 
books wanted any of his money. Thousands 
of times when some friend has asked him 
what he liked he has said: “I like the 
favorite. I don't see how they can beat 
him, but there should be a better price, so 
I am betting thre race alone.’’ And oftener 
than not the horse romped home. 

In hip earlier days he got all his informa- 
tion himself, being at the track in the early 
mornisg hours to watch the gallops. In 
later years, however, he hired a large staff 
of trusty ‘“‘clockers”’ to do much of this 
work for him. But when it came to making 
one of his “‘swell’’ bets he first convinced 
himself by personal observation that condi- 
tions were right. 

Talkiag one day to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter ppon one of the few occasions when 
he wag willing to discuss his methods of 
operation, “Pittsourg Phil’ said:

"THE SHO-GUN' AND 
THE YELLOW PERIL 


Ade-Luders Comedy Suggests tho 
Real Significance of the 
Alarm. 


The “Sho-Gun.” a gorgeously 
musical comedy in which George Ade and 
Gustav lLuders, the particularly bright 
stars of this sort of thing on the American 
stage, came together and almost put each 
other's light out, opened at the Olympic 
Theater last night with a wealth and 
warmth of color that made 1500 first-night- 
ers forget about the cold outdoors; with a 
fihe-idoking and capable company which 
largely leans to loveliness in pretty girls, 
and with a humorously-conceived central 
plot of a Yankee promoter appearing upon 
the Corean island of Kachoo and beg rinning 
a campaign of unionization, incorporation, 
organization and appropriation which final- 
ly compels the real ruler of the island to 
abdicate and make the invader Sho-Gun. 

“The Sho-Gun" suggests two thoughts: 

1. That here, perhaps, is the real signifi- 
cance of the yellow peril alarm-—Japs, 
Chinks, Mongols, Manchus, ei 
fan fairies (perhaps millions of 
time) upon our musical stage! 

9 That “The Sho-Gun” is, in the last 
analysis, a sort of musical burlesque of 


everything but the plot -in that firebox 
old tragedy. “The Darling of the Gods. 


The Birth of 
Another Island. 


It js always interesting to observe the 
birth of another island. Mr. Ade has. be- 
come the father of one. It is Kachoo. Not- 
withstandi: > its name, it is not to be 
sneezed at.’ It is quite an island, compar- 
ing favorably with Florodora, or any of 
those aids to comic opera geography with 
which such supplementary creators as 
Henry M. Blossom and Harry B. Smith 
@re rapidly .breaking up the considerable 
open es of the salt seas. 

His island created, Mr. Ade cast about 
fin the Pacific for another Sultan of Sulu. 
He combed the beach of Kachoo industri- 
ously, but the tide brought in no monarch 
worthy to and in the same hemisphere 
with Ki-Ram. The Sho-Gun of Kachoo is 

@n altogether inferior ruler. He is not seen 
at al! until the show is all but 15 minutes of 
being over, and hé only comes on then to 
turn his crown and scepter over to the 
Yankee invader. 

“The Sho-Gun"” lacks that 
national and timely political humor sug- 
gested in “The Sultan of Sulu.’ There is 
nothing in it so Tunny as the Sulu idea 
of the constitution following the flag on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays and 
the cocktail following the fi9g seven davs 
in the week. The nearest approach to the 
real humor of those good ideas for a 
musical comedy is in the Sho- 
Gun’'s inabilitv to execute the Yankee be- 
eause this industrious individual hes or- 
gmanizéd the executioners and is himself 
the most inviolate of them—tuecir walking 
delegate. All in all, the assimilation of 
Kachoo ts far short of the assimilation of 
Bulu.
